Ar this house, on Saturday evening, we had Sweethearts and Wives, 
which is now dividing popularity with Paul Pry, and deservedly so.— 
Liston’s personification of BillyLackaday is fully equal in merit to his 
Paul Pry, and Madame Vestris’s Laura in the one, is decidedly su- 
perior to her Phebe in the other ; we are not sure, too, but we prefer 
“ Why are you wandering bere, I pray,’* to “ Cherry Ripe.” A bro- 
ther critic has pitied Miss P. Glover, for being obliged sto succeed 
Miss Chester in the. part of Hugeflia ; in our opinion, Miss Glover’s 
Eugenia is one of her most interesting and pathetic performances ; 
her last scene with Admiral Franklyn, in which she is so admirably 
supported by Mr. W. Farren, we think will not, at any rate, suffer 
from comparison with her predecessor’s : it should be remembered, too, 
that Miss Glover is simply a pretty little girl, whilst Miss Chester is 
a most magnificent woman, whose beauty is-probably unequalled on 
the stage, and this has its due share of influence, even on critics.— 
Thirteen to the Dozen followed—truly they have given us thirteen to 
the dozen of this Farce. The evening’s amusements concluded with 
4 Roland for an Oliver, which we stayed out, delighted with the op- 
portunity of seeing Madame Vestris a whole evening in petticoats. — 
Her Maria Darlington is good, we should say very good, but for the 
recollection of Miss Foote, whose chef d’auvre it is.—The house was 
exceedingly full.
